Lesson for October 36. 1955

H ERE are people who don’t 
care how they look to other 
people; they have no particular 
long-range

by ear. We call such persons ex- 
traverts; they never stop, so to 
speak, long enough to look into a 
m irror. There is an opposite kind 
of person who is painfully inter­ 
ested in himself. He is forever

He was self-conscious 
enough to know and care what 
he was doing, but not in the least 
self-centered. 
Action Portrait 
Jesus once had the opportunity, 
which to som e young people is a 
rather frightening thrill, of speak­ 
ing to a crowded audience in his 
own hom e town. 
He knew what 
was in nearly everybody’s mind: 
“Give an account of yourself. Who 
do you think you are and what do 
you think you are doing?” To 
them he w as just a home-town 
boy; but they had heard Of strange 
things he had said and done, and 
they w anted to hear him talk. 
So he had the opportunity on a 
Sabbath Day of speaking in the 
synagogue. As he read the Scrip­ 
ture for the day, from Isaiah 61, 
Jesus stopped in the middle of a 
sentence, 
and sitting down (as 
teachers did in those days) he 
said, "Today this Scripture has 
been fulfilled . . 
In other words, 
as A m ericans would put it. This 
is it. This is my plan of life. This 
prophecy, hundreds of years old, 
describes w hat I am and w hat I 
am doing. 
In short, Jesus took 


this prophecy to himself, as a 
self-portrait. 
It is m ore like a 
motion picture than a still pic­ 
ture; it expresses what he was, in 
term s of w hat he did. 


For Others 
That, by the way, is typical of 
the Bible way of describing peo­ 
ple. Adjectives like “ good,” “m er­ 
ciful,” 
“ truthful,” 
always have 
verbs behind them . Adjectives de­ 
scribe actions. A m an does not 
have one kind of character and 
another kind of action. 
His ac­ 
tions are his character,—not his 
external actions alone, but togeth­ 
er with the m otives and intentions 
which are a true part of every 
act. Now Jesus describes him self 
and his plan for life not only in 
term s of action, but of action in 
relation to other persons. John 
Wesley 
says 
somewhere 
that 
when Christianity ceases to be 
social it is not any longer Chris­ 
tian. The idea that any one can 
become a higher type of Chris­ 
tian by retiring perm anently from 
the world, devoted exclusively to 
prayer and contemplation, is a 
notion not derived from Jesus. 
For him, the m eaning of life is in 
contact with other persons. 
But 
note the 
sort of person Jesus 
m entions: the poor, the captives, 
the blind, the bruised . , . the 
very people so m any of us avoid. 
Most people jum p at the chance 
to get their pictures taken with 
fam ous 
people. 
Jesus’ 
self-por­ 
trait was a picture of him with 
obscure people, people in trou­ 
ble. What would happen in a com­ 
munity if every church m em ber 
becam e m ore interested in doing 
something for people than in "do­ 
ing” people? 


For All Others 
W hat 
really 
enraged 
those 
churchgoers of Nazareth was not 
that Jesus w as dedicated to help­ 
ing others. That was fine, they 
were all in favor of it. The thing 
that raised them to m urder-heat 
was that he drew no lines. 
He 
was for helping one and all, yes 
even Gentiles. What Jew s of that 
day thought of Gentiles is ex­ 
pressed in a passage from a popu­ 
lar book w ritten about the same 
tim e as the New Testam ent: “ For 
our sakes you (God) m ade this 
first-born world. But as for the 
rest of the nations which are 
sprung from Adam, you have said 
they are nothing and are like spit­ 
tle " (II E sdras 6:56). So when 
Jesus m ade it clear that he (like 
Elijah 
and Elisha before hin>» 
would draw no race or national 
lines, that he intended to carry 
God’s love to the last and least 
of men, these race-proud Naza- 
renes threatened to lynch him.

“Souvenir hunting'' can be one of 
tile most rewarding — or one of the 
most wasteful — features of any trip, 
whether it’s IOO or 10,000 miles from 
home. 
The ultimate value of any souvenir 
you acquire depends on “selective 
buying” — the purchase of good items 
which can be worked into your every­ 
day pattern of living. 
One of the chief objections to sou­ 
venirs — which can mean any object 
acquired as a reminder or memento — 
is that people store them in boxes in 
the hacks of drawers. Consequently, 
they are never reminded of anything, 
unless it’s the presence of a lot of 
“junk” when they start cleaning out 
those drawers. 
“Selective souvenir hunting” was the 
objective on a three month trip around 
the world to acquire furnishings and 
art objects for a series of model home* 
. being decorated by McFadden Associ­ 
a t e s at the 1955 State Fair of Texas. 
Articles were brought hack to Dallas 
from Japan, India, Finland, Mexico, 
Denmark, Hong Kong, Siam, Burma, 
Spain, Morocco, Java, Bali, Lebanon, 
Syria and Italy. The various items as 
used in the State Fair rooms will illus­ 


trate how you can he “at home with 
the world” in Dallas, Texas. 
One very inexpensive thing used 
very effectively was a collection of 
coins from all of these countries. In­ 
stead of burying the coins in a closet, 
we have had them embedded in black 
plastic trays which form the top of a 
long coffee table. In this way the trays 
ana coins are in constant use - thus 
fitting them into a daily living pattern. 
The same thing could be done with 
tiles, or with any number of items 
people usually buy when they are 
traveling. 
Another example is a ceremonial 
wash basin from Japan. Som ething 
like this makes a wonderful conversa­ 
tion piece when used as a salad bowl 
or centerpiece filled with colorful 
fruits. Everyone can enjoy it in use, 
whereas no one would enjoy it as a 
“museum display piece.” 
This is just as true of items you can 
purchase in a trip to El Paso or Gal­ 
veston as to Japan or Africa.

Perin’s 
machine now supplies the proof 
th a t it is scientifically and eco­ 
nomically possible and practical 
to grow and feed fresh forage to 
cattle, hogs and other stock every 
day in the year. 
It is som ew hat difficult to fully 
com prehend 
the

about 
P erin’s machine until you see the 
facts proven by its wide use in 


hagere for these cattle.

milk, 
Higher 
butterfat,

health of the animals, and more 
body weight of the animals. 
Similar results, many even bet­ 
ter, have been made on hogs and 
poultry. W ith hogs the fattening 
ration increased from four pounds 
five ounces of feed per pound of 
m eat, to two pounds five ounces 
of feed per pound of meat.
